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DECISION 



This application is before the Office of PCT Legal Administration for consideration of 
issues arising under 35 U.S.C. §371. 



BACKGROUND 

On 03 December 2003, applicant filed international application PCT/EP03/50932, 
claiming a priority date of 17 December 2002. The international application was transmitted to 
the Office by the International Bureau on 03 January 2003. Accordingly, the thirty-month period 
for paying the basic national fee in the United States expires at midnight on 17 June 2005. 

On 16 June 2005, applicants filed two transmittal letters for entry into the national phase 
in the United States, accompanied by declarations, checks and preliminary amendments. 



DISCUSSION 



Applicants submitted two sets of papers to enter the national stage for international 
application number PCT/EP03/50932. The end result for an international application designating 
the United States of America is a single U.S. national stage application. Therefore, the 
submission of two sets of national stage papers to enter the United States was improper. 

The papers from both of the filings have been consolidated into a single national stage 
application for PCT/EP03/50932, under the serial number 10/537,439. The additional fees for the 
second national filing will be refunded to deposit account no. 01-2300, as authorized.
